A recent Alexandria, Va., federal district court 
ruling by Judge Albert V. Bryan, jr., held that private 
Schools do not have the right to deny admission to 
blacks. The ruling graphically illustrates the trend 
toward conceptual confusion or “newspeak.” 
While eroding the right of persons to enter into 
voluntary contracts - by forcing the demands of one 
person upon another - the judge opined that by 
redistricting admission on racial criteria private schools 
are denying blacks “their right to make a contract 
because they are not white.’’ The court further 
awarded $7,000 in “damages” to two families who had 
been denied admission on the grounds that they had 
suffered “embarrassment, humiliation, and mental 
anguish.” One wonders why, if this was the result of 
dealing with a particular private school, the offended 
parents would want to enroll their children in such a 
hostile environment. 
The most peculiar part of the ruling, however, was 
a qualifying statement made by Judge Bryan that 
the ruling does not pertain to such things as “all black 
academies, all Chinese schools and all rabbinical 
schools” because the purpose of civil rights law is to 
prohibit “all racial discrimination against non whites.” 
Thus, such institutions are 
“free to discriminate 
against whites, or against other non whites if whites are 
similarly discriminated against.” 
How’s that again?
